Aaeuranee af Faith. 

I. The galf-aeeklng Diaelplea, w. SS- 
41. Aa Jeiba clearly apoke to thoae 
who In amaaement followed him ha 

told ot hia condemnation and deliver- 
ance to the Oentlles; his persecution, 
death and resurrection (w. 32-84). It 
\%ns then that James and John pre- 
i^ented their reijiient. Matthew tells 
US (20 20 1 that itioy made it through 
their motht^r. It was an ignorant re- 
quest, for they knew not what It In- 
volved (v. 38), nor whose it was to 
grant It (v. 40). He had spoken with 
great dearaeaa about hia auSering 
and death and Immediately they ask 
a poaltlon In hie glory. Thia may in- 
dicate the aaaurance ot their faith 
In him, but It certainly intimates that 
they did not comprehend the suffering 
of whl(h he had been speaking. Wo 
need to remember, however, that they 
believed In that^pproachlng hour of 
his glory. Th«7 desired, though, to 
have an association with him In his 
power and authority, thus showing 
their mixture of eelflshness, though 
Jesus seema to have Ignored it. Waa 
this request incited by the mother? 
Kvtdeatly not to a degree, tor tha Maa- 
tor addreaaea his raply tp the dia- 
c I plea. In that raply he doea say 
that to occupy such a poaition was 
denied them, or might be quite pos- 
sible. What he does lay stress upon 
was what was involved and that this 
was not the time or place to lay em- 
i IkiiIb in tliM n< w kingdom, upon any 
other Idea than that of equality. Je- 
hiiiH had seeuilngly advanced these 
two disciples, Mark 5:37- 9:2 and 
14:88. They may have hoped that 
the kinahip of their famlilea would 
be to their advantage. At fl»t thoir 
queatloB waa a general one (v. 86), 
then it Is more B{»ecifle (v. 37). 

Je«us then clearly declared all that 
was involved In his patliw.iy of suf- 
fering and propounds hi-i (pieHtlon. 
"Are ye able to drink the cup that I 
drink?" (v. 38). It was a heroic but 
Ignorant anawer tbey made. "We are 
able." Their laagiutga reveals the 
charaeter. however, ot those who did 
enter lato that fellowablp with him 
which avantually led them to martyi^ 
dom. He told them they ahouid be 
baptized into a strength to do and live 
this life of abandonment, but that such 
a life could not coniinand any pre- 
eminence on that account. Their re- 
I quest was ottierwlse a correct one In 
order to share with Christ In hie gIor> 
we must shara his cup and his bap- 
tism of shame and suffering; see 14:36; 
Matt. 26:39; John 18:11; II "Hm. 
2:13; Rom. 8: 17;. Matt. 16:24. James 
and John (V.^89) did not atop to mpas- 
on the meaning of their requent.

Ja> 
sua is the greatest example of a per^ 
r.ict n«i'vat t because he did give hia 
life. Let us also remember that he
